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Applicant's amendments after final on 06/20/05 have been fully considered; however, extensive amendments to independent claims 1, 
11, 13, 15, 16, and 20 raise new issues that need further consideration and search. For example, amended claim 1, recite "the body 
further having symmetrical side portion having alignably opposed arcuate gripping depressions", "a bottom portion directly opposite the 
opening", "the tube receiving portion having a wide generally less than the diameter of the plastic tube", and "deforming the plastic tubing 
within the grasping portion" which raise new issues that need further consideration and search.
